Boroughs and Townshps 


All persons cither male or female intending to vote 
'at the Fall Primary Election, which takes place on the 
20th day of September, 1921, should see that their name 
has. been registered and enrolled under the party of their 
choice within the time prescribed by law, otherwise they 
will be unable to vote at this primary, which is a highly 
important election. 


There is no provision in the law for posting notices 
of the dates set apart for the final enrollment. 


July 19th and 20 The 
Last and Important Dates 


The law provides that the assessors and assistants 
shall be present at the Election House in each district 
within the county on July 19th and 20th, 1021, from 10 
o'clock a. m. to 3 o'clock p. m. and from fi o'clock p. m. 
to 9 o'clock p. mm. for the purposse^'Of enrolling or 
changing enrollment as members of a political party. 
After this time there is no provision for registering or 
enrolling any person. 


It is, therefore, advisable that intending voters should 
ascertain by personal inquiry on or before these dates 
whether they have been enrolled or not, and in the event 
that their name does not appear on the assessor's list 
they should request an enrollment certificate from the 
assessor and see that it has been made of record by the 
assessor before the time has expired. 


While it is the duty of the assessor to register each 
and every voter residing within his precinct, and without 
doubt they have made an honest effort to provide a cor­ 
rect and accurate list of all persons entitled to the ballot, 
but in case there are any omissions it should not be 
charged as the fault of the assessor, as the law indicates 
that it is the duty of every voter to see that they have been 
properly enrolled, and on that account this notice is being 
published. 


The assessor will cheerfully assist in correcting any 
errors that may appear upon his records, as the burden 
rests upon each voter to see that their right of franchise 
has not been lost on account of not being properly regis­ 
tered.

allowed themselves 
to be 
u.-ed by our enemy and are being 
liiiam-ed 
by 
big capital. 
They 
were used by enemies of organiz­ 
ed labor in Reading last Novem­ 
ber, a year ago, to persecute me.
